BUNNETT & ANOTHER rv. SMITH~INJUNCTION 
FAILURE. 


FYXHE bold and unwarrantable attempts of 

Bunnett and Corpe to impress upon the public the 
belief that my improved revolving iron shutters have a 
merely ecolourable variance from, and are therefore an in- 
fringement of, their patent, compel me to refer again to these 
legal proceedings, and to which they allude as now pending 
against me. It was given in evidence at the hearing before 
the Vice-Chancellor of England on the 24th ultimo, that on 
the first threat by Bunnett and Corpe of proceeding against 
me, I sent them a challenge to try the question at the then 
nearly approaching assizes, or by arbritration, and offered to 
facilitate their doing so by every means in my power.—The 
following is a copy of my letter to them ;— 


**To Messrs. Bunnett & Corpe, 26, Lombard Street. 

‘* GENTLEMEN.—I find that you have this day sent a no- 
tice to Messrs. W. Cubitt & Co. respecting the fixing of my 
improved revolving iron shutters, which I have made for 
those gentlemen for the building erecting in George Street 
and Mansion House Place, under a feigned plea that it is an 
infringement of your patent, which I deny, and from your 
own showing, under a solemn oath from your specification, 
enrolled in the High Court of Chancery, in which you dis- 
claim the ‘invention of revolving iron shutters as not being 
new,’ but that you ‘claim acrank butt hinge’ to connect the 
strips as your invention. You are well aware that I have 
not used a crank butt hinge for that purpose, and you are 
also aware that I had two patents granted to me, long prior 
to any attempt on your part to make iron shutters, and you 
have, ever since that commencement, continued to use and 
infringe the machinery and means that I patented for raisin 
and lowering those shutters, in the face of a legal pation t 
caused to be served upon you soon after you commenced to 
manufacture such shutters. To be brief, I challenge you at 
once to try the issue of this matter, either in a court of law 
or by arbitration: the issue may be tried at Kingston Assizes, 
which are held in the course of this month, or you may have 
your choice of arbitration, and I will afford every factlity in 
my power. I can only add that your present proceeding is 
evidently a low attempt at annoyance.

But which challenge they dared not accept, and chose 
rather to seek in the Court of Chancery that injunction 
which is invariably granted where there is apparently a co- 
lourable evasion of a patent, and more particularly where the 

atent is one of long standing; and so his Honour in the 
judgment given by him, expressed himself, and further re- 
ferring to what he considered the “ cardinal virtues of the 
whole machinery ’’ of Bunnett & Cope, namely, the hinge, 
whieh he so particularly described, his Honour made use of 
these words, ‘‘ Now then, in the defendant’s alleged piracy, 
I see a different piece of machinery,’’ and then pointing out 
in what material, respect, and principle, he considered the 
difference existed, further said, “* It is a fair question, at least 
for a jury,’’ and thereupon his Honour declined to grant an 
injunction, but erdered that the motion of the plaintiffs 
should stand over, and that the plaintiffs should be at liberty 
to bring such action as they may be advised. The effect of 
which will be, that if they do not adopt that course at the 
sittings, in or immediately after next term in November, I 
shall, as a matter of course, be entitled to apply to the 
Court, and have the motion finally dismissed with costs. To 
reply to the unfair and untrue observations and insinuations 
contained in Bunnett and Cope’s letter, in the ‘ Builder’’ 
of the 3rd instant, would occupy more time than such mat- 
ter deserves, further than that the report of the hearing, be 
fore the Vice-Chancellor of England (contained in the 
** Builder ’’ of the 27th July), was not only strictly true but 
impartial, as is proved by the short-hand notes taken at 
the time. 

As to the statements in their advertisements, that they are 
the ‘‘ sole manufacturers ef revolving iron shutters,’? and 
that ‘‘no improvement has been effeeted in them by any 
other party,’’ they are so evidently and palpably false, as to 
be wholly unworthy of notice. e vast number and the im- 
portance of the references that I can give to the highly re- 
speetable parties in London, in the country, and on the con- 
tinent, who have, after examination and careful comparison, 
given their decided preference to, and adopted my Improved 
Shutters, will satisfactorily refute such assertions. 

As I do not value, norcan I help, what Bunnett and Corpe 
in their des nm, may say, I only my challenge, and 
defy them to a trial of the question a jury of their 
countrymen.
